The marked improvement in the con- 


dition of the prisoners confined in the 
marine hospital and at Camp Long in 
the past week has been a source of 
ploa&ure as well as an agreeable sur- 
prise (o Medical Director Pearsons and 
hiB able corps of assistants. 
Dr. 


Pearsons was seen this afteraoon aud 
said that no deaths have been reported 
today or in fact i'ur two days. "The 
best part of it," says the doctor, "is 
that I do uot expect to lose acy more. 
It will be a source of pleasure for me to 
order the new graves, Home six in num- 
ber, which we have alwujs kept open 
ready to receive any body, to be filled 
up without fulfilling the purpose for 
which they were intended. There are 
at present twenty-four buried, and I 
feel sure that tbe twenty-fourth is the 
last. I have three very sick ones, but 
they are on the road to recovery." 


For the first two weeks there was no 


sleep or rest for the medical depart- 
ment. Everything came with a rush; 
the buildings were incomplete and the 
assistants lacking, the major portion of 
tho work falling upon the shoulders of 
Drs. Pearsons and Fitts. 
Today a 


systematic dully routine has been es- 
tablished and under this, the care of 
the sick in every department is thor- 
oughly looked after. In rendering val- 
uable aid to the physicians special men- 
tion and credit should be given to two 
or three Spaniards who were paroled 
from Camp Long to assist in looking 
after tbe ailments of their brothers. 
They have become so able in their work 
that they do not care to go back into 
Camp Long again. 


The various wards are neatly kept.due 


to new clothing, a bath for each man 
four times a week and perfect sanitary 
arrangements. Those too sick to bathe 
are washed by tbe Spanish attendants. 
Those able to partake of full rations are 
d stioguished from the weaker ones by 
a piece of ribbon tied at the foot of the 
cot. 


Every one of the men shows that a 


large per centage of sickness is caused 
by poor nourishment; some were about 
starved. 


Among the sick is one who is practi- 


cally an idipt. Several times he has be- 
co,me sulky and refused to eat or take 
his medicine. Among the wounded is 
a boy who received a bullet wound in 
the fleshy part of the thigh. Another 
has a bad bullet wound in the muscular 
portion of the left leg, whije still an- 
other has a fi act ure of the cheek bone. 
The rest of tbe injuries are slight. 


At the camp today Capt. Kelton is iu 


charge at headquarters, while Lieut. 
Baxter is on duty in the stockade. 
One 


of the duties performed today was to 
begin,.by orders from Washington, to 
obtain the name of every prisoner, with 
his rating, to send on to Washington. 


Tbe Spanish officers are daily seen 


upon the streets of the city, mostly con- 
gregating at the telegraph office, -where 
they are busily engaged in sending 
cablegrams, they averaging $75 per day 
ia cables. They are becoming familiar 
with American exchange and know well 
the value of our coin. 


The souvenir gatherers will pay dear 


for any trinket that comes from Camp 
Long. Buttons are selling at a dollar 
apiece, money twenty-five to filty cents 
above actual value for silver pieces, and 
gold pieces, such us twenty fit e pesetas, 
will cost a curio hunter 810. Hat 
bands readily bring $4 and $5 and any- 
thing of a curio nature runs iu the 
above proportion. 


The prisoners are content with their 


surroundings and if they remain leng 
enough, will be (ally aware of the treat- 
ment, in an appreciative sense, of 
American hospitality, 
Eleven cases, 


some four feet square, containing to- 
bacco of all kinds, were received today 
from some unknown party in Boston 
for the prisoners. A Mr. Van Hess, 
who is at the Hotel Went worth, New- 
castle, also gave a consignment of to- 
bacco.

First Lieutenant F. J. Moses, United 


.States Marine corps, who was at Guau- 
tanamo duriog 
the 
exciting 
times 


there, and who returned to Ports- 
mouth, N. H., on the Harvard, with 8UO 
Spanibh prisoners, is in Washington 
having been ordered to rommind the 
marine guard at the navy yard there, 
and to a Star reporter hu talked quite 
freely. The Harvard brought not only 
the Spanish sailors who are now be- 
ing cared for at Portsmouth but some 
of the Spanish naval officers now at 
Annapolis. 
', 


"Tho Spanish naval officers ou tho 


Harvard," said Lieutenant Moses, "did 
uot know that Dewey's fleet had de- 
stroyed the Spanish Manila fleet until 
they came on that ship. One of the 
oflicers got a newspaper after he came 
aboard, and reading of the destruction 
of the Spanish fleet, came to some of 
our officers to ask whether the report 
was true. It was not until after July 
4th they heard the result of that battle, 
which had taken place over two months 
previously. They had, however, heard 
of the opening ot the fight aud of its 
progress up to the lime Dewey with- 
drew to havo breakfast served bis men. 


"The prisoners after 1 went aboard 


the Harvard were well behaved,the only 
trouble being in having them keep their 
quai-terb clean and in order," 


"While at Guautananio did you t>oe 


any evidence that Spanish boldiers mu- 
tilated bodies of soldiers killed by 
them ?" Lieut. Moses was asked. 


"I do not believe there was any such 


mutilation. 
The tuo marines shot 


while ou picket duty June 12th ap- 
peared at first as if they had been mu- 
tilated, but that was doubtless owing 
to the fact that together they received 
about forty bullet, wounds at olosu range. 
Tho Spaniards evidently fired a volley 
on them." 


Lieutenant Moses recounting the in- 


cidents at Guaiitanamo said the strum 
on officers and men was terrific, not be- 
cause of the danger of their position, 
but because of the loss of sleep and the 
constant activity during the first part of 
their btaj there. 


"From five o'clock on the morning 


of Saturday, Juno llth," he suid, "until 
ten o'clock the following Mondaj- u'ghr, 
I did not close my eyes to sleep, ami 
did not lie down. No one in our com- 
mand had more than a cat nap of two 
or three minutes during that period. I 
am sure uot a uvm slept half an hour. 
\Ve were kept awako at night by the at- 
tacks made on us by the Spaniards, and 
\ve had to work during the day." 


Lieutenant Moses has no high idea of 


the ability of either Spaniard or Cuban 
as marksmen. They all fire too high. 


"On the morning of Tuesday, June 


14th, the Spaniards made an attack on 
us,1' he sa.id. "The Cubans' camp was 
down the hillside toward the water, 
and when the firing opened they rushed 
np the hill. The firing was from the 
south, and they came on the hill from 
the north.' When they reached the top 
they threw up their hats, shouting 
'Vive Cnba' and 'Vive los Americanos, 
apparently utterly indifferent to the 
fire. I would not be surprised if their 
indifference to the fire of the Spaniards 
was the result of the long experience in 
seeing bad marksmanship. 
We have 


always taught our men to take advan 
tage of every cover consistent with the 
•execution of orders. The Cubans firec 
•and overshot the enemy, fifty feet » 
least. The Spanish fire overshot us.'

States is said to be provoking dire 
threats at Madrid. la retaliation for 
alleged expressions, of good will toward 
this country lay General Wblsely, com- 
mander-in-cuief of the British army, it 
has beeo urged, according to a dispatch 
from Madrid, that Spain should refuse 
the customary permission to the British 
garrison at Gibraltar to play polo, golf, 
etc., on Spanish territory. This sug-

cellar door." But the" Spaniard ought 
to be acquainted with the Englishman 
well enough by this time to know that 
a threat of this sort will ouly serve to 
strengthen his desire to do the thing 
forbidden. 
Nothing pleases him more 


than playing in back yards where he 
has uo business to be, and sliding down 
cellar doors that don't belong to him. 
Every Englishman is a fresh air fiend, 
and lie regards the right to play polo, 
golf and other national games without 
restriction anywhere and at any time as 
one of his inherent and inalienable priv- 
ileges. Any attempt to restrict or pro- 
hibit the exercise of this right by the 
garrison at Gibraltar would be regarded 
as a proper casns belli and might lead 
the gmison to annex Spain, so as to 
make snre of remaining in undisturbed 
possession of their polo grounds.

things considered, it would be more 
prudent for Spain to allow the Englisl • 
garrison to play in her back yard than 
to create trouble about the matter. 
Polo and golf are safer games than Rome

Care of Young Clover. 


The hardest time upon youug clover 


in tho wheat stnbblo comes immediately 
after wheat harvest. The plains havo 
been protected from the rays of the sun 
throughout their short existence, and 
suddenly they are brought into full ex- 
posure to them in the hottest and driest 
season of the year. A high wheat stub- 
ble should be left by the reaper if the 
Straw can be spared. It affords somo 
'protection until the clover plants harden 
and make sufficient growth for clipping, 
and then the stubble makes a mulch.

The President To Take Time. 


WASHINGTON, July 27.—The initia- 


tion of overtures fjr peace huvo hud 
the effect of suspending for the time 
being, at least, interest in the military 
and naval .situations. Nothing addition- 
al was given out regarding the pi-ace 
proposition from Spain, the president 
having decided that tho question should 
be carefully considered in all its bear- 
ings, and that the situation at Manila 
uinst be fully known before anything 
more definite can be given from the 
White house. It is not thought here 
tonight that the terms on which the 
United States government will treat 
with Spain will bu given out before Sat- 
urday. 
The sailing of Generals Brooke 


and Haines from Hampton Roads,which 
is expected tomorrow, to reinforce Gen- 
eral Miles, is very substantial evidence 
of the purpose of the government not 
to abate the prosecution of military 
operations at this stage of the negotia 
tions. Tne two generals should reach 
General Miles by next Monday, putting 
him in possession of a suflicient force 
to begin the movement against Saa 
Juan at once. 


Great Rejoicing At Honolulu. 


HONOU-LU, July 20, AND SAN FICAN- 


Cisco, July 27.—Steamer Coptic arrived 
here from San Francisco on the 113th 
inst. with the news that the United 
States senate had adopted the resolu- 
tion making Hawaii a part of the Unit- 
ed States of America. 
When the news 


became known whistles were blown, 
fireworks were sent off, cannons roared 
and 
the 
Hawaiian 
band 
marched 


through the streets to the wharves play- 
ing American patriotic airs, while the 
populace turned out en masse and 
cheered themselves hoarse. The cap- 
tain of tue Coptic was presented with 
an elegant cup for bringing the good 
news. At a meeting of the principal 
citizens of the islands Harold M. Sew- 
all, the American minister here, was 
recommended to be governor of the is- 
lands. It has been generally supposed 
that Dole would be their choice. An 
elaborate programme of exercises at the 
raising of the American flag after Ad- 
miral Miller arrives here, has boon pro- 
pared. The banks have commenced to 
use tho war revenue stamps on checks 
and drafts, a consignment of which 
ha^bg been sent here on the Coptic.

" Did you expect to escape?" 
"No; we expected to die. 
As I have 


said, the sailors knew nothing of the 
fate that awaited them, but there wus 
not an otlicer on the fleet who did nut 
feel Hint his end had come. There was 
only one chance, a slight possibility 
that one or perhaps two of tho vessels 
might escape. 
The arrangement of the 


Yankee fleet was favorable. 
The look- 


outs told us that the New York had 
gone to the east and the Brooklyn was 
the ouly ship in sight that could outsail 
the slowest of onr_yeasels 
It wag the 


intention to ram the Brooklyn immedi- 
ately and sink or disable her, even 
though one of our vessels went down 
with her. Then it was hoped tho others 
could oatrnn the battleships. 
Our 


plan failed becau.se we could not get 
near enough to the Brooklyn. She did 
not close in on us like the Texan and Or- 
egon, but stood off at long range, and 
when the Maria T«re^ started for her 
she made a wide sweep and ran away. 
Cervera fiRKed Commodore Schley why 
he did cot come nearer, bnt got no 
satisfaction 
But the Maria Teresa was 


almost instantly disabled by shells from 
the Texas, which met her at the mouth 
of the harbor, and the Oregon was a 
great surprise. We had no idea that 
any battleship could make her speed. 
It was something we wero not prepared 
for. 
It was the Oregon that prevented 


our escape." 


"What was the matter with the Span- 


ish gunnery? Why did your shots do 
no more damage? 


"First, because we had only a few 


long-range gun*. There were none on 
the Colon and only two each on the 
other ships. Then we had no proper 
range-finders, and our sailors lacked 
practice. The gunnery of the Yankee 
fleet was marvelous. Nothing finer was 
ever seen in the world."—Chicago Esc 
ord.

A locomotive'* It«ui*rlimbl« Jaiup—The 


Stooping Car 1'ftuvDgcr on • Koagh 
Ko»d—Tr»lu» That Left the Tr*efc Mad 
K*turn«d Itnuulng »t Full Speed. 


There is uo question that welLau- 


theuticated cases are ou record where 
ili&uBtrons wrecks of railroad traius 
have boen averted by almost seomlug 
miracles. 
Jum«s E. White, general su- 


perintendent of the railway mail service 
at Washington, relates the particulars 
of u remarkable jump of S8 feet niadu 
by a locomotive. 
As Mr. White tell* 


the story, it was on the 1st of Septem- 
ber, 1892, when a New York and Chi- 
cago mail train on the Now York Cen- 
tral, which was bt'hind time aiid run- 
ning at a vory high rate of speed, 
reached New Hamburg, whore a 28 foot 
draw of a bridge was open, which opeu 
space it Is claimed the eugiuo cleared 
and lauded safely on the main portion 
of the bridge, the ret>t of the train go- 
ing down through the opening. 
While 


the engine, it Is said, made the leap of 
2b feet iu safety, tho engineer and fire- 
men, uot having time to jump, were 
both killed. John H. Cuin, a postal 
clerk, was killtid, aud M. K. Towney, 
clerk iu charge, was seriously injured, 
the otbur postal clurks Cbcnpiug unhurt. 


While uouo of tho local railroad men 


knows of any locomotives that are as 
good junipers as White's or that do the 
bounding jockey act, somo of them 
know ot miraculous and hairbreadth es- 
capes. Carltoii Paris of the old Ohio auc 
Mississippi for mauy years aud more 
recently ^v-itli the B. and O. S. W. tells 
that ho and Ed Swift a number of years 
ago were riding ou a train over the 
Ohio and Big fc-audy road wheu uu ac- 
cident was narrowly averted. But let 
Pans lull tho story: 


"The road was about the roughest nt 


that time I had ever ridden ovt r. There 
wero only a few passengers on thu train. 
Swift aud I wero iu the 1'urward coach 
talking to the conductor when the soli- 
tary t-leepiug car pasi-uiiKer came stag- 
Bering in and said: 'Mr. Conductor, 
jour roud in 
M> rough I can't sleep iu 


my berth. I h;ivo been pitched out of 
my berth twiiu in thu last quarter of 
un hour. Thero must bu bouiothiug the 
mutter.' 


"Tho conductor picked up his luuteru 


uud said, 'Couio on, and I'll go back 
with you and see wlmt's wrong.' Swift 
;ind I fe;it where wo wero talking, uud 
very soou wo saw that tho bellcord 
was being very violently pulled uud the 
engineer was whistling for brakes. Tho 
train finally came to a standstill, and 
Swift uud I kept our seats uud kept ou 
talking. Ats, uftor five minutes or more, 
there were no sigus of the train going 
ahead, wo concluded to go back aud see 
what was the cause of the delay. 


"The conductor and traiumeu were 


grouped about the hleeper with their 
lanterns, uud wo BOOU found out that 
the bleeper had left the track aud hud 
been running over the ties for how far 
we never kuew. Tho night wus pitch 
dark and it was raiuiug very hard. 
It 


took the u.eu ut lea^t three hours to get 
thu sleeper ou thu rails again. 
Tho 


wheels were very near the end of the 
ties, and had the train gone 100 yards 
farther the tleeper would have been off 
the ties uud over u high embaukiueut." 


l-'rauk .Martin of the Missouri, Kau- 


nas ami Texas said: 


"I remember of a disastrous wreck 


being almost miraculously averted ou 
the Memphis and Littlo Rock road 
uloug about l8Stl. A pass-euger train 
was traveling at a high rate of speed 
when tho engine threw a piece of rail 
ubout three feet long out of the track. 
This piece of rail wat. thrown at least 
:id feet from the track. Strange as it 
^•( ru-s the tender, baggage car, coaches 
and sleepers went over this place where 
the rail was out and gained the rail 
again without one of the cars leaving 
the track except wheu the wheels went 
down on to the ties at one eud of the 
broken rail, only to mount the rail 
again at the other end of the track. 
About all tho inconvenience tho pas- 
sengers experienced was a slight shak- 
ing." 


Assistant; General Passenger Agent 


Ryan said: 


"1 remember two iustauces when the 


lives of engineers and firemen were 
saved by a seeming intervention of 
Providence. A number of years ago a 
uew tresstlu was beiiifj put iu, aud false 
works had been erected to permit of the 
temporary pas.sagu of trains. The work- 
men had failed to put iu some necessary 
bolts. Tho first train that came along 
was a freight. As so'>» as the engine 
struck tho fult-u work it gave way, and 
down weut tho engine. The full was 
one of 50 fc-ct, aud iu falling the engine 
made a complete revolution and alight- 
ed ou thu prouud upon its wheels right 
side up, and the engineer and fireman 
both 
escaped 
iujury, although they 


were probably pretty badly jarred by 
the fall. 


"Tho other case I know of is that of 


k train running at a good speed when 
the engine rau into a large rock that 
had fallen on the track just at the 
mouth of a tuuucl. The impact caused 
the tender to bend up from the rear eud 
and torm a protecting hood over the en- 
gineer and fireman in tho locomotive 
cab, aud they wtrc uninjured. Had this 
not occurred, they would either have 
been badly injure or had their lives 
crashed out." 


Another passenger man said yesterday: 
"When I was a bleeping car conductor 


on the old Bee lino, about SO years ago, 
the train was late, aud we were going 
•long at a pretty lively gait. 
We were 


within about five miles of Indianapolis 
when the engine aud four cars jumped 
the track, aud we thought thero would 
be a smash up, but before the train 
could be stopped every wheel was-again 
on the rails without the least damage 
being done to any part of the train ot 
any of the passengers, barring the fright 
we all had.1'—Cincinnati Enqnirer.
